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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

2. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/SE05/0021 1, filed 2/17/05. A reference to the prior application must be 
inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an application data 
sheet (37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior application under 
35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 
120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or 
continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. If the application is a utility or plant 
application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference to 
the prior application must be submitted during the pendency of the application and within the 
later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from the 
filing date of the prior application. If the application is a utility or plant application which 
entered the national stage from an international application filed on or after November 29, 2000, 
after compliance with 35 U.S.C. 371, the specific reference must be submitted during the 
pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the date on which the 
national stage commenced under 35 U.S.C. 371(b) or (f) or sixteen months from the filing date 
of the prior application.

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 1 1 . Corrected 
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drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The spacing of the lines of the specification is such as to make reading difficult. New 
application papers with lines 1 Vi or double spaced on good quality paper are required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1, 3-9, 12-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 2, the phrase "bow-formed" is indefinite. It is suggested the phrase be 
changed to "bow shaped". A similar problem exists in claims 8 and 9, line 2. 
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In claim 1, line 4, the phrase "its central flange facing outwards from the vehicle" is 
indefinite. The phrase does not positively recite the central flange having a face and how one 
face is distinguished from another. A similar problem exists in claims 8 and 9, lines 5 and 6. 

In claim 3, line 2, applicant refers to "the depth of the bumper beam". The phrase does 
not definitely recite which dimension of the bumper is the "depth". A similar problem exists in 
claim 4, line 2, claim 19, lines 2 and 3, and claim 20, lines 2 and 3. 

In claim 5, line 3, it is unclear what the "transverse stiffeners" are transverse to. A 
similar problem exists in claim 12, line 3, claim 13, line 3, claim 21, line 3, and claim 22, line 3. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the sheet of the cover" in lines 13 and 14. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. A similar problem exists in claim 9, 
line 13, claim 17, lines 2 and 3, and claim 18, lines 2 and 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1, 3-9, 12-23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references all disclose vehicle bumpers.
